REVOLUTIONARY DISCOVERY 
TURNS SCIENCE AROUND 


Research into the stability of vortex rings 
by Mechanical and Industrial Engineering 
professor George Vatistas was named 
one of the top ten discoveries of 2008 by 
the magazine Québec Science. 


Vatistas is the first person to physically 
validate Nobel Prize winner J.J. Thomson's 
| 26-year-old theory on the stability of 
vortex rings. Researchers had always 
believed the theory was mathematically 
sound, but nobody had been able to 
prove it until now. 


This theory can be utilized to study 
anything in the universe that rotates 

— from water to stars to electrons to 
acoustic sound waves. The real-world 
applications include advanced forecasting 
of tornadoes or the improvement of 
airplane wings. Anywhere fluids or 
electricity flows, the possibilities are 
virtually limitless. 





CHANGING PRACTICES TO 
LIMIT CLIMATE CHANGE 


For Geography, Planning and 
Environment Assistant Professor 
Damon Matthews, creating solutions 
for climate change begins with insight. 
But making a difference requires looking 
to the horizon. 


Using computerized climate models. 
Matthews is determining precisely how 
much carbon dioxide society can emit 
while maintaining stable levels of carbon 
dioxide in the atmosphere. 


Matthews, a contributing author to 

the 2007 Nobel Prize-winning Fourth 
Assessment Report of the Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change, is also 
investigating the influences of human 
land-use on climate. Deforestation efforts 
account for one quarter of all carbon 
dioxide emissions globally. Improving 
forest management efficiency will 

mitigate climate change. 


HARVESTING WIND POWER 


Mechanical and Industrial Engineering 
Associate Professor Marius 
Paraschivoiu is developing small-scale 
wind turbines with the potential to 


revolutionize how we harvest wind power. 


The turbines, developed by Paraschivoiu 





and his students, are two metres 
high — compact enough to be 
placed on rooftops throughout an 
urban environment. Zero-emission, 
inexpensive to manufacture and 
requiring no power lines, two of these 
turbines will generate enough clean 
energy to power one household. 
Turbines will be installed on the 
Engineering, Computer Science and 
Visual Arts Integrated Complex and 
the Henry F. Hall Building.

The principal researcher at Concordia's 
Centre for Structural and Functional

friendly industrial solutions. 


Tsang is developing methods to harness 
fungal DNA to bleach wood pulp for 
paper. Quebec's forest resources provide 
10% of employment in the province, 
more than half of it in the Greater 
Montreal area. 


As well, he has initiated research to 
convert organic waste into clean-burning 
bio-ethanol. 


These technologies will significantly 
reduce energy consumption and 
greenhouse gases in our community and 
potentially around the world.

THE SECRETS OF 
THE HUMAN MIND 


By combining innovative research and 
unparalleled collaboration, the Centre 
for Studies in Behavioral Neurobiology 
(CSBN) brings together the best and 
most diverse researchers to discover 
secrets of the human mind. 


In April 2007, the CSBN was awarded 
an infrastructure grant of $1 million over 
four years by the Fonds de la recherche 
en santé du Québec (FRSQ). This is the 
first time a university without a faculty of 
medicine has been given such funding in 
the area of health. 


The CSBN is an inter-university research 
centre under the direction of Concordia 
University Research Chair Barbara 
Woodside encompassing |3 core 
laboratories and 137 people, including 
principal investigators, research trainees, 
students, support staff and technical 
personnel. 


The centre has benefited greatly from 
synergy with the other influencial 
research centres at the university, notably 
the Centre for Research in Human 
Development and the Centre for the 
Study of Learning Processes. Through the 
diversity of our researchers, the CSBN is 
breaking new ground in examining sexual 
and maternal behavior, drug seeking and 
reward, ingestive behavior, developmental 
psychobiology, chronobiology and 
neuroendocrinology. 


NEw TOOLS TO PROTECT 
INFORMATION SYSTEMS 


Researchers at the Computer Security 
Laboratory are leading industry 
developments in cyber forensics with 
new tools to protect information systems 
from hackers and virus attacks. 


Professor and Deputy Director of the 
Concordia Institute for Information 
Systems Engineering (CIISE) Mourad 
Debbabi was integral to the 
establishment of the National Cyber 
Forensics Training Alliance (NCFTA).

network of wireless sensors — monitoring 
patients, in hospital or home-care or 
maintenance of sizable buildings. The 
technology could also sense moods and 
wirelessly adjust: music or temperature. 


In all he does, Soleymani is dedicated to 
maximizing information transfer with the 
minimum amount of energy consumption 
and waste. ‘We're reducing the cost of 
information. Globally, this means saving 

a lot of energy;’ he says. “It’s satisfying to 
make a difference.’ 


WOMEN ARTISTS 
HISTORY INITIATIVE 


In October 2008, the Canadian 

Women Artists History Initiative 
(CWAHT) launched to support research, 
publications and symposia on women 
artists. The project includes a database 
developed by Janice Anderson, Visual 
Arts Curator and Visual Arts Librarian 
Melinda Reinhart. The result is the 
first online database of Canadian women 
artists born before 1925. 


So far, the project, with the support of 
Concordia University Research Chair 

in Art History Kristina Huneault, 
has compiled 200 bio-bibliographic 
entries on artists, architects, designers, 
photographers and craftspeople, 
representing some 4 000 hours of 
research. The project was launched 
with a conference attracting over 150 
academics to the university. Aspiring 

to become the national informational 
hub about Canadian women artists, the 
CWAHTI project hopes to bring together 
knowledge currently dispersed or under 
utilised within a variety of institutions.

In April 2007, Concordia and Hydro- 
Quebec engineered a partnership to 
invest $8 million to improve research 
into sustainable construction. 















More than half the funds were used to 
establish two research chairs. In January 
2008, Pragasen Pillay became the 
Hydro-Quebec Chair in Electrical 
Engineering, 

a position devoted to advancing electrical 
energy efficiency and conservation. 

In June 2009 Concordia will welcome 

a second chair in building, civil and 
environmental engineering. 


Every year, six newly-admitted 
undergraduate students with top 
CEGEP grades will be offered $5 000 
Hydro-Quebec scholarships. Several 
other scholarships at the graduate level 
will also be available. 


We are the only Canadian university 
to offer a building design and operation 
program focusing on energy efficiency. 


SEEING THE BIG POTENTIAL

In the fall of 2008, our effectiveness 

in nanotechnology research was vastly 
improved with the inauguration of the 
Concordia Silicon Microfabrication 
facility (ConSiM) lab. 


The lab’s equipment is primarily used for 
the disposition and etching onto materials 
for the development of microsystems, 
with applications including microsensing, 
aerospace, biology and medicine. 





“This is a huge leap for us. Before, we 
had to go to many different places to get 
something done and we were limited by 
what they were able to do.

Created in 2004, Concordia 
University Volunteer Abroad 
Program (CVAP) is a non-profit, 
humanitarian organization offering 
students the opportunity to provide 
volunteer services in countries of the 
developing world. In 2008 the program 
was recognized with a Forces 

AVENIR award. 


In Uganda, CVAP is partnered with 
SOS Children's Villages, an organization 
committed to protecting the increasing 


number of orphaned, destitute, 
abandoned, neglected and abused 
children. So far, over 100 students have 
gone to Gulu in Northern Uganda 

and helped to support young people 
orphaned by the double devastation of 
war and the HIV pandemic. 


The CVAP collects 50 cents per student 
credit and, thus far, have collected $2 
million towards the construction of a 
library, a day care centre, a medical clinic, 
recreational facilities and housing.

Top HONOURS ALL AROUND 


In February 2008, wrestler Tyler 
Marghetis won a gold medal at 

the Canadian Interuniversity Sport 
championships in the 76kg category. 
With the win, Marghetis brought 

his medal count to five in Canadian 
Interuniversity Sport wrestling (four gold 
and one silver). The Ottawa native's latest 
gold medal performance earned him his 





fifth all-Canadian honour, making him 
one of only three Concordia athletes to 
achieve this milestone. 


In addition to being one of the most 
decorated wrestlers in CIS history, in 
October, Marghetis was named among 
the CIS Desjardins Top Eight academic 
all-Canadians for 2007-08. He earned the 
honour having maintained a grade-point 
average of 4.21 in mathematics.

Connecting teaching, publishing and 
innovative research, the Centre for 

Oral History and Digital Storytelling is

Using digital media, the centre Is 

able to facilitate collaboration among 
faculty and students at Concordia, as 
well as members of local, national and 
international communities. 





Divided over several projects, the 

centre has received a five-year, $1 

million SSHRC Community-University 
Research Alliance grant. Montreal Life 
Stories records the stories of survivors 
of war, genocide and other human rights 
violations around the globe who have 
come to the city. Under the direction of 
Tier 2 Canada Research Chair in Public 
History Steven High, the project brings 
together dozens of academic researchers 





and community partners who are equally 
involved in collecting, analyzing and 
distributing the stories through a variety 
of media including theatre, podcasts, 
archived collections and scholarly books 
and journals.

When Theatre Department Chair 

Ted Little was approached by 

Mireille Deschénes of the Quebec Bar 
Association, the result was Rights Here, a 
collaboration working together to bring 
awareness to the motivational possibilities 
of street theatre techniques. 


Using the methods they learned at Christ 
Church College's Centre for Social Action 
(CSA) in Bangalore, India, members 

of Rights Here trained a team of youth 
from the culturally diverse Montreal 
neighbourhood of Park Extension to 
articulate what they perceive to be 
community concerns through theatrical 






expression. In June 2007, the results were 
performed throughout the community. 


INITIATING PROGRESSIVE 
SOCIAL CHANGE 


In their research and in community work, 
School of Community and Public Affairs 
(SCPA) Vice-Principal Marguerite 
Mendell and Associate Professor and 
Principal Eric Shragge are examining 
local, national and international issues 
surrounding social economy and 
developing solutions for complicated 
economic situations. 


“We're looking long-term to develop 
sustainable livelihoods to ensure that 
people have access to high-quality jobs 
and social justice,’ says Mendell, who also 
serves as Director of the Kar! Polanyi 
Institute of Political Economy which 
hosted an international conference in 
December 2008. ‘Society should not be 
driven by economic imperatives. It should 
be the other way around.” 
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ONE OF THE WORLD’S MOST 
ADVANCED COMPOSTERS 


In September 2008, Sustainable 
Concordia unveiled one of the world's 
most advanced composters. Our 
revolutionary composter can convert 40 
to 50% of waste produced annually into 
nutrient-rich compost, even breaking 
down traditionally resistant materials 
such as dairy and animal products. Used 
to fertilize lawns and plants on both 
campuses, the converted compost is 
creating a healthier, more sustainable 
environment. 


Concordia is the first university to be 
certified ICI on recycle by Recyc-Quebec 
in 2007. As well, Sustainable Concordia's 
R4 initiative received recognition by 

the City of Montreal and the Conseil 
régional de l'environnement in 2007 
and was awarded a Forces AVENIR — 
Environment category prize in 2007 

for tts composting program. 


R4 Is also currently working on a 
technical guide with the financial 
support of Recyc-Québec, teaching 
other institutions, businesses and 
industries how to implement their 
own composting programs. 





RESOLVING CONFLICTS 


Revolving around peace and conflict 
resolution, the Montreal Institute for 
Genocide and Human Rights Studies 


(MIGS) seeks to understand genocide 
and other crimes against humanity. 


Founded in 1986, MIGS Director and 
History Professor Frank Chalk has 
brought together faculty members from 
communication studies, sociology and 
anthropology, the PhD in Humanities, as well 
as scholars from the international community 
such as France, the U.K, Israel and the USS. 


The institute is supported by the L. Gen 
(Ret.) The Hon. Sen. Roméo Dallaire 
(also a celebrated author) as a senior 





fellow, and by Erica Lehrer, Canada 
Research Chair in Post-Conflict Memory, 
Ethnology and Museology. 


In March 2008, MIGS' Will to Intervene 
project was established with $1.3 million 
from Concordia alumus James M. 
Stanford to aid government officials, 
business leaders and NGOs to guide 
decision-makers to a more peaceful 
global existence. 


“The history of genocide does not stop 
when the killing stops,’ says Lehrer.
